Convention was conducted in Richmond, Virginia, 
May 21-26, 1991. The theme of the convention was 
a memorable, “Forgetting Our COGIC Heritage? 

And the ladies of our great organization 
rallied around that thought, reaffirming their loyalty 
and faith. The throng of women came from near 
and far to gather and celebrate Christ in their 
fellowship of womanhood. Their convention was 
accented by visits from many notable persons from 
both the religious and secular world. The mayor of 
Richmond, Virginia, Mr. Walter T. Kenney; State 
Senator Yvonne B. Miller, a member of the Church 
Of God In Christ; and Governor L. Douglas Wilder, 
the first Black Governor in America were all in 
attendance. These dignitaries were hosted by the 
finest women in the world: COGIC Women. The 
massive crowd received each special guest and gave 
the hospitality which wins friends.

Also gracing the services were the host bishops 
and supervisors of the area jurisdictions. These 
fine people labored to make much of the 
convention’s activities and conveniences 
possible. They have worked with the team of 
convention officials in securing the necessary 
places, contracts and numerous other items, 
which help the convention flourish. They likewise 
made a substantial financial report. It is COGIC 
protocol to list the contributing jurisdictional 
leaders. The fine hosts of the convention were 
Bishop Ted Thomas, Sr. and Mother Thelma G. 
Vaughan, Virginia First Jurisdiction; Bishop 
Samuel Green, Sr. and Mother Mary M . Powell, 
Virginia Second Jurisdiction; and Bishop Levi 
Willis, Sr. and Mother Fannie Mann, Virginia 
Third Jurisdiction. The saints were assisted by 
Bishop Howard Sherman, Sr. and Mother M.E. 
Bennett of North Carolina Second Jurisdiction 
and Bishop Warren G. Crudup and Mother J.M. 
McCants of Greater North Carolina. 

Everyday during the convention the delegates 
encountered a power packed worship. The 
delegates expected to receive the best of seminars 
and periods of consecration and dedication. Daily 
the assemblage was encouraged to attend the 
morning prayer led by Evangelist Elsie Shaw, 
Evangelist Frances Kelly, Bishop Ithiel 
Clemmons and Bishop George D. McKinney. 
These saints established the spiritual favor of the 
meeting daily. After the prayer, the delegates were 
given well planned and executed seminars. The 
Richmond Coliseum was filled with women 
receiving a daily blessing from the Lord. Every 
afternoon the delegates took great pleasure in 
developing the theme and the many other topics.

Miller was eloquent, but demonstrated plainly 
that she is on the Lord’s side. A saved public 
official is truly the best type and Missionary 
Miller represents the best. 

The saints came to hear and see our mother, 
International Supervisor of Women, Dr. Mattie 
McGlothen. Mother spoke in her normal motherly 
and practical way. She acknowledged the 
leadership of the Church Of God In Christ and 
promised her continued support. She was thankful 
for all the lovely workers behind the scene making 
the convention so good. Being a naturally humble 
and sweet person, Mother’s words were 
comforting and fell upon very attentive ears. Not 
a soul in the place doubted the sincerity and grace 
of this holy woman of God. Her entire life and 
program of the department is dedicated to the 
Lord. She thanked God for sparing the life of a 
friend. Mother Elsie Mason, widow of our late 
founder was in an auto accident enroute to the 
convention, but God spared her life. The Lord 
shielded and protected Mother Mason from 
serious injury, in spite of the fact the car was 
destroyed.

The family unit has been 
besieged by substance 
abuse, teenage pregnancy, 
rebellion and other ills. The 
family’s structure have 
deteriorated at an alarming 
rate. We have schools with- 
out dedicated teachers, 
homes without supportive 
families, politicians without 
moral convictions, and 
Christian leaders without 
God-given visions. It is no wonder that the strong 
male figure is missing in every institution of our 
society. 

The question could be asked, how can we 
produce and encourage men to accept their 
responsibilities? The answer begins with home 
training. 

For one reason or another, there has been a 
lack of good fatherly leadership. In order for any 
man to be truly successful in the local church or 
society, he must first be a good example at home. 
Leadership in the family requires the husband 
seeking God for counsel, being the first to obey, 
and implementing God’s word. The bible states 
in First Timothy (3:5), “For if a man know not 
how to rule his own house, how shall he take 
care of the church of God.” Brother, it starts at 
home - not in the pulpit, choirstand, or on the 
Deacon’s Board. 

We as godly fathers should make sure that our 
homes are in order. Take out the garbage, wash 
dishes sometimes, babysit, and even grocery shop 
if necessary. We should, by all means, love our 
wives as Christ loved the Church. Negligence at 
home will cause shame in public. 

Eli, the priest in the book of First Samuel, 
performed his church duties, but neglected to 
train his own sons properly (I Samuel 2:12-36). 
The enemy will trick us into just doing the work 
of the Lord instead of getting to know the Lord 
Himself. To know God involves seeking his 
direction in every area of your life (Proverbs 
3:5-6). 

Eli’s result was that God judged his house 
because his sons made themselves vile while he 
restrained them not (I Samuel 3:13). His sons 
died in battle during a great slaughter. When Eli 
heard that the ark of God was taken also, he fell 
backward off a seat on the side of a gate, broke 
his neck, and died. Anytime we do not correct 
our children, the result can be spiritual death

(or separation from God). Spiritual death is what 
leads to eternal damnation. We don’t want our 
children’s blood to be on our hands. 

God’s word emphatically points out, “But if any 
provide not for his own, and especially for those 
of his own house, he hath denied the faith, and is 
worse that an infidel” (I Timothy 5:8). Fatherly 
provision does include food, clothing shelter, but 
also a strong Christian home atmosphere. One 
causing other family members to consider: what 
must I do to be saved? 

Pastors and church leaders many times are 
father figures to others’ children. They should 
also instruct and train young men in family 
responsibility before they get married. What 
pastors won't address across the pulpit, they will 
almost have to address in the “back room.” 

Pastors, teach our men to be men at home first. 
Sunday School teachers, instruct our youth to 
respect themselves and others. And parents, let’s 
show our sons the value of living right that they 
may go on and develop into responsible boys, 
men, and future fathers. 

Finally fathers, let us exemplify godly stability 
and not live double standard lives. Let us prove 
to be good stewards over our families (for they 
are society’s backbone). Fathers lead by God and 
committed to God produce children who are 
committed to God. Note also that a godly woman 
will find it pleasurable to follow a godly man 
hearing and obeying the Lord. He knows who he 
is in Christ, and where he is going. He is the 
kind of father God wants and society needs.

PENTECOSTAL STARTS FOOD SION re 


Pentecostal Institutional Church Of God In 
Christ has started an area of food relief program. 
The rising demands for food supplies in urban 


and underprivileged neighborhoods is becoming ~ 


an increasing burden in the Memphis area. The 
same pressure is being witnessed over the entire 
country. People are going hungry in a land of 
plenty, but Pentecostal Temple is encouraged to 
step forward and give some necessary assistance. 
Bishop J.O. Patterson, Jr. pastor of Pentecostal 
Temple is a socially minded shepherd who is 
aggressively promoting ministry that meets the 
basic human needs. The church building has 
ample facilities and personnel available to provide 
an adequate food program for downtown 
Memphis. 

Sections of downtown Memphis are very 
deprived and need extra attention. It is in those 
surrounding areas that Pentecostal Temple is 
providing direct ministry to the massive problems 
of the city. Area churches have developed an 
increased awareness of the hardships endured by 
the poor and are actively giving aid and support. 
In the part of town where Pentecostal Temple is 
located are two of the city’s largest and heavily 
populated public housing projects. Poverty is an 
everyday situation, but no individual should exist 
with constant hunger because of where he lives. 
The problems of crime, drugs, unemployment 
and lack of education persist in the near

downtown section. Pentecostal Temple is working 
in conjunction with the Metropolitan Interfaith 
Association (MIFA) and have opened the food 
bank to serve the downtown area. 

The saints of Pentecostal Temple stand in 
support of their pastor and have supplied much 
of the necessary food items. An assortment of 
can goods, dry goods, household items and a 
selection of meat is available upon presentation 
of the necessary voucher. If the demands get too 
high, the local congregation can purchase food 
from an area food bank at a greatly reduced rate. 
The project is headed by Missionary Estella 
Walker. She is a long functioning community 
involved saint. 


GETTING iG RESULTS

A perplexed student approaching an upcoming 
stressful midterm exam period vented frustration 
and anxiety. She posed a question to me: “How 
can I assure myself of getting what I expect for 
the time and energy I put into my endeavors?” 
The questions startled me at first as I recognized 
that the inquiry was from an individual who was 
struggling with the apparent reality that there is 
always the challenging odds against everyone to 
not receive the anticipated due rewards for ones 
hours of preparation and perspiration. 

Who wants to even slightly consider that maybe 
one’s hard work will be in vain. The answer to 
the student’s question lies in the reality that no 
person should be left in the state of limbo, 
especially when revelations from God’s Word 
shed much light on the art of getting results! Best 
results can come after the conscious deliberation 
of ones present status in God, a charted course 
for opportunity, a workable plan, and definite 
target, and the appropriate action. 

Let us look at the parable of the talents in 
Matthew 25:14-30 which unfolds a lesson of 
causes and effects, actions and results. STATUS: 
The primary prerequisite for getting results is to 
have member privileges, as one major credit card 
distributor propagates. Matthew 25:14 indicates 
that the Lord called his own. This type of 
certification ordains you to fruitful and productive 
actions. Having the distinct attribute of belonging ~ 
to God paves the way for ATTEMPTS MADE to 
become SUCCESSES REALIZED! This fact of 
STATUS is further supported in Matthew 2:15b: 
“and he gave...to every man according to his 
several ability.” The Greek translation of 
aforementioned “several ability” reveals that all 
men have a distinct status - and we receive 
according to what is due us. Opportunity and 
possibilities avail to us according to past 
relationships to God - either by foreparents or an 
individual’s personal past experience in God. 

This is given more validity as this passage 
further reveals that we receive in accordance to 
our acquaintance with both God and the available 
opportunity which is to be seized. 

CHARTERED COURSE: Imagine that you are 
planning a trip from the midwestern United States 
to the Caribbean Islands by personal transporta- 
tion. You must recognize that you will have to 
determine what sort of traveling vehicle will be 
suitable for your journey. You conclude that travel 
by boat will be most feasible, considering your 
destination. It would be senseless travel 
preparation to spend time charting your course 
on a United States road map, identifying 
interstates and highways. It would be far more 
important to chart a course on various waterways 
such as rivers, oceans, and seas considering the 
type of travel vehicle you have selected. 

The same is used in gaining results. We must 
know how we are to get from one place to another 
and make choices and take actions in agreement 
with decision. Matthew 25:14b reads: “‘and he 
delivered unto them his goods.” THE CHAR- 
TERED COURSE is identified through a person’s 
keen perception and insightful stewardship - 
recognizing the purpose and goal of the Master’s 
plan for that individual’s life by citing the 
opportunity’s distinct design. In this particular 
case, the most obvious available opportunity was 
presented as a trader: “and unto one he gave five 
talents, and to another two, and to another one” 
(Matthew 25:15a). 

In order to gain the best results, focus must be 
made on one’s proper preoccupation, as was the 
case with the trader who received five talents. 
The scriptures declare: “he went and traded, and 
likewise he that had received two” (Matthew 
25:16,17). To misread the CHARTERED 
COURSE by failing to identify its design and 
purpose is to forfeit maximum results for your 
efforts. 

PLAN OF ACTION: Getting results comes by 
way of a plan that is in agreement with the obvious 
available opportunity, which in this parable was 
engaging in trading. We must cite the things we 
should be actively preoccupied with in order to 
accomplish a desired outcome and result. There

In spite of the general 
duties and expectations of 
the pastoral ministry, the 
expectations, duties and 
requirements of the COGIC 
pastors are like no other 
pastor within the realm of 
the Christian ministry. 

Pastor’s (Shepherd) first 
and foremost duty and 
Pastor Ernest J. O’Neal @SSignment, be he founder 

or assignee, is to feed the 
flock over whom God has through divine 
providence, given him the oversight. (see 
Jeremiah 3:15, 23:4 also I Peter 5:2) 

Some pastors are shepherding a flock over 
whom they were appointed and not necessarily 
because God ordained it, but simply by 
constraint, necessity, selection or granted request. 
However, many pastors are shepherds of the flock, 
because they are God sent, provided the place 
and then empowered with the anointing to 
proclaim God’s word. God further sanctions it by 
saving those who heard and believed the Word. 
(see Romans 1:16 and Acts 10:44-46) 

In spite of the manner of placement and reason 
of the position, the need of the flock is basically 
the same, whether the pastor is founder of the 
flock, selected by the flock or divinely appointed 
as inspired by the Spirit by the administrative 
authorities (The Bishop) of the Jurisdiction. (see 
I Peter 5:1-4) 

Many COGIC pastors who from all appear- 
ances, made it to what seems to be the Mountain 
of Success, has made it on fragments, (little or 
nothing) many of whom have started a Mission 
within the garages of their homes, tents or in a 
small storefront. Step by step God have allowed 
them to become successful in reaching their goals. 
By the same token, there are others who have 
become stagnated and somewhat complacent, due 
to lack of training, proper counsel or financial 
deficiency. 

Whatever may be the circumstances and 
position of the COGIC pastor, it is consoling to 
have the assurance, that his efforts are supportive 
by prayers and cooperation within the flock over 
whom he ministers. 


DUTIES AND EXPECTATIONS 
OF THE COGIC PASTOR 


A. As A Spokesman: 

One must feed the flock with the specific need 
as offered by God through the inspiration of the 
Spirit who knows the individual and collective 
needs of the flock. (see Romans 8:14-17, II 
Timothy 3:16-17) 


B. As A Counselor: 

One must learn and use the art of counseling with 
the individual as well as on the collective level. 
Counsel on matters of many social and domestic 
concerns, with the understanding that counseling 


does not consist only of offering a solution, but 
sometimes using the art of listening with a 
demonstrated gesture of interest is vital in pastoring. 


C. As An Educator: 

One must be equipped with the knowledge of 
funerals, weddings and dedications of various 
aspects, such as; babies, homes, church 
instruments and choir robes, etc.. The pastor must 
have the ability to offer suggestions and directions 
to participants in the specific roles of which 
they’re required and expected to participate. 


D. As A Public (Secular) Servant: 

The minister of the local church in any given 
residential area must know that his duties extend 
beyond the confinement of his pulpit. He should 
be further reminded that his calling to go into all 
the world, includes the secular community of 
which is not an immediate segment of his 
assigned church. 

There will be many instances where-in he may 
be called upon to offer some aid to those whom 
may never become a member of his flock. It is 
a natural expectancy for the secular community 
to look to the minister of their area to be a 
champion of all good deeds and a leader in all 
benevolent activities. 

It would be to the Minister’s positive advantage 
to equip himself with a group of formal invocations 
worded with relevance to various specific occasions 
and be prepared to respond when called upon to 
participate in graduations or official openings of 
public facilities such as Fire Stations, Public 
Libraries, Community Centers, etc. 

One is expected to be a community leader in 
community needs, such as feeding the hungry, 
sheltering the homeless, and keeping the 
community free and safe from outside intruders, 
and leading the oppositions on any proposed 
undesired community changes. 

The community benefits in general that 
includes Christians and non-believers, whom 
reside within a specific locality, and who share 
governmental and cultural heritage. 

It shows inefficiency on the part of the minister 
to allow the community in which he administers, 
to be deprived of necessities that could be 
rightfully theirs just for the asking. The minister 
who is socially unaware of the community’s 
immediate needs and of the availability and 
remedy of such, is responsible for depriving them 
of what they deserve, for he is or should be the 
community leader. The civil authorities offer great 
recognition to the minister who becomes involved 
in community projects. 

In view of the previously stated requirements 
and expectations of the COGIC pastor, it would 
prove quite beneficial to seek and research for 
pertinent material and selected documentation 
and have available to better equip oneself to meet 
the challenge of this era, for ministering to the 
flock over whom God have give him to oversee.

Bishop Booker T. McDaniels was born March 

12, 1912 to the union of John and Amanda Walker 
McDaniels in Coy, Arkansas. 
His early years were spent in Little Rock, 
Arkansas, the family moving to Kansas around 
1920.

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NEW JERSEY REMEMBERS 
A PIONEER 1898 -1990 


The saints of New Jersey lost a true pioneer in 
the person of Bishop Charles H. Cotton. His work 
throughout the state of New Jersey helped 
establish the Church Of God In Christ on the east 
coast. The entire Church Of God In Christ should 
know of his accomplishments. His life rep- 
resented the courage it took to stand alone and 
work with little or nothing. He is gone but the 
record speaks plainly that he was a pioneer. God 
dispatched an angel from glory to transport his 
servant from his earthly charge to his heavenly 
reward. 

Bishop Charles H. Cotton was born to the late 
Charles H. Cotton, Sr., and Henrietta Powell 
Cotton in Suffolk, VA, on May 24, 1898. Even 
during his early childhood, it was evident that 
God had placed a unique seal upon his life. He 
accepted Christ while yet a boy and in 1918 
joined, and was baptized into the Church Of God 
In Christ (COGIC). In 1922 he was ordained in 
the ministry in Norfolk, Virginia by Overseer A.J. 
Reid. He served as pastor for numerous churches 
throughout the state. 

Upon coming to New Jersey in 1933, he was 
appointed Pastor of the Church Of God In Christ 
im Bening New Jersey. In 1936, while.yet 
pastoring in Berlin, he founded and pastored Mt. 
Olive COGIC in Asbury Park, New Jersey. In 
1941, he was given to pastor a third church, 
Gospel Tabernacle COGIC in Jersey City, New 
Jersey. He pastored these churches simultane- 
ously for many years, but later relinquished his 
stewardship over the Berlin and Asbury Park 
congregations to devote himself solely to the 
building of the Gospel Tabernacle ministry. 

During his career, he held various positions of 
distinction within the COGIC, among them: 
District Supervisor of the Northern District of 
NJ, Chairman of the State Board of Elders, 
Assistant Bishop to the late Bishop B.M. Keith, 
chairman of the Finance Board and State Treasurer 
to mention a few. He treasured none so much as 
“Spiritual Father” to scores of young people and 
promising ministers and laypeople throughout the 
state and the country. 

He married in 1935 a daughter of the Mt. 
Carmel congregation, Sis. Emille Jordan, who 
preceded him in death. In 1943, he married a 
daughter of the Gospel Tabernacle family, Seretha 
Coleman, who also predeceased him. 

In 1956 he received his Doctorate of Divinity 
from Trinity Hall College and Seminary in York, 
Pennsylvania and earned a Doctorate of Sacred 
Theology in 1970. 

Also in 1970, after 29 years of exemplary 
stewardship, he moved his burgeoning congrega- 
tion from 168 Union Street, Jersey City to 
purchase the larger temple presently located at 
383 Bergen Avenue. His astute vision and 
steadfast purpose led him to motivate the 
congregation to complete payment of the 
mortgage within five years. 

Finally, Bishop Cotton left his mark upon time 
and deep within the hearts of those with whom 
he labored. As the history of this organization is 
compiled, his name shall be one to note.
